Carter J. Ellio tt o f Weirto n, 
jury fo reman, read the no t guilty 
v erdict freeing Edward L. Car- 
ro thers at 3:30 p. m. in Hanco ck 
Co unty Circuit Co urt at N ew 
Cumberland. 
Carro thers testified yesterday 
that he signed a statement ad­ 
mitting he was at die scene o f 
the crime o nly because autho ri­ 
ties pro mised him he wo uld se^e 
but two o r three mo nths in jail 
and wo uld serv e The sentence in 
Jefferso n Co unty rather than in 
West Virginia. 
Under questio ning by Geo rge 
Bo hach o f Weirto n, co urt • ap­ 
po inted defense co unsel, Carro th­ 
ers denied he was near th e 
scene, declaring he had picked 
up a hitch-hiker that night a n d 
the two spent the ev ening to geUi- 
er. 
The hitch-hiker, identified o nly 
as “Jim” , nev er has been lo cated. 
Pietranto n, 
fo rmer 
Hanco ck 
pro secuto r, testified Tuesday and 
identified Carro thers as o ne o f 
two men who sto pped him o n 
Glo be Hill Rd, o f Ro ute 66. 
He identified Carro thers as o ne 
o f the assailants at the Jefferso n 
Co unty Jail at Steubenv ille, where 
the defendant was held o n ano th­ 
er charge. 
Pietranto n also related o ther de 
tails o f the alleged crime and 
said the two did no t ro b him o f 
any v aluables. 
Three o ther w-itnes.ses testified 
yesterday fo r Carro thers. T h e y 
were Jack Crici, general mana­ 
ger o f the Dieckmann McCauslen 
Greenho use Co . o f Steubenv iUe, 
where Carro thers was emplo yed, 
and Stanley Egnace and Lee Flu 
harty, emplo yes. "Diey testified 
principally abo ut the time the de­ 
fendant arriv ed and left wo rk. 
The defendant’s mo ther, Mrs. 
Mary W’hitaere, also testifed o n 
his behalf. 
The case was turned o v er to 
the jury after instructio ns fro m 
Judge Ralph E. Pryo r and do s­ 
ing statements by Bo hach and 
Pro secuto r Flo yd R. Tarr and his 
assistant, Do n Do nneU.

Officers identified the slayer as 
Marv in Ro sen, 29, o f Bro o klyn, an 
e n gi n e e r with an electro nics 
firm. They were no t able to say

sho o ting. 
The family’s $25,000 split-lev el 
ho me was set afire with Iwttles o f 
gaso line. There were two explo ­ 
sio ns. A side o f the ho use was 
blo wn o ut. 
Slain by rifle sho ts were Albert 
Mittleman, 42, a lawyw; and his 
wife, Blanche, 39. 
Their children, Ijo rraine, 14, and 
Michele, 13, wo unded ai^ dazed, 
were fo und stumbling in the yard 
as flames swept their ho me. The 
o lder girl had been sho t in the 
chest and the yo unger in the 
thigh. 
They were taken to Meado w- 
bro o k Ho spital, v riiere spo kesmen 
said bo th were expected to liv e. 
Ro sen, who was unmarried, was 
said to hav e been a frequent v isi­ 
to r at the Mittleman ho me and to 
hav e o nce resided there. 
A rifle w^as fo und in Ro sen’s car 
and diere was ano ther weapo n in 
the ruins o f the Mittleman ho use. 
Po lice first tho ught he had sho t 
himself to death but later became 
uncertain as to exactly what to o k 
his life.

teamed up in requesting the usual 
autho rity fo r the chairman to

hearings. They explained this is 
a precautio n no t used v ery o ften, 
but v aluable in ca.s« i o f wit­ 
nesses who . as Mundt put it, seem 
pro ne to “spread a lo t o f names 
in the reco rd witho ut any ev i­ 
dence.” 
Bo th senato rs hav e said they 
want the hearings to be o bjectiv e, 
with no punches pulled. 
Since April 17 the subco mmittee 
has had an expanded staff, no w 
to taling 30, explo ring the all^a- 
tio ns o f influence dealing which 
flo wed fro m the indictment o f 
Estes, 37, in Texas o n fraud 
charges. 
The Pec<w man built a fo rtune 
o f $50 millio n o ut o f dealings in 
the go v ernment’s farm pro gram 
and an attempt to co rner the 
ammo nia fertilizer 
market 
in 
West Texas. His sprawling, intri­ 
cate financial manipulatio ns re­ 
po rtedly extended fro m co ast to 
co ast befo re they co llapsed and 
he declared himself bankrupt.

Sooner or later, for one reason or another, 


the id entity of the Commu nists in Laos will 


be pinned d own. 
There is no reason to d ou bt that the United 


States and the Sov iet Union agree on the 


necessity for a cease-fire in Laos. Yet if 


their agreement, as v oiced by Secretary of 


State Ru sk and Sov iet Ambassad or Anatoly 


F. T. Dobry nin, is tak en at face v alu e, the 


nex t step is to d etermine who has the strong­ 


est motiv e for break ing u p a cease-fire in 
Laos. 
This step lead s to still another step. Who 
has the strongest motiv e for fishing in the 
trou bled waters of Sou theast Asia’s tu rbu lent 
nationalism? 
It is conv enient to speak of the sou rce of 
trou ble wherev er it occu rs as Commu nists. 
It is conv enient to d isregard the u nconcealed 
fact that Commu nist has ceased to be a 
collectiv e term; that there are sev eral k ind s 
of Commu nists with no lov e lost between 
them. 


IN THE LONG VIEW all Commu nists are 
the same, whether they be Albanian, Chi­ 
nese, Cu ban or Ru ssian. Bu t another way of 
tak ing the long v iew rev eals that d iffering 
factions of Commu nists u ltimately mu st fall 
ou t and trv to d estroy each other d isagree­ 


ment being the foreseeable fate of all ex ­ 
tremists. 
Are the Commu nists in Laos Ru ssian? 
A*-e they Chinese? 
Are they nativ e d issid ents accepting mili­ 
tary assistance from Ru ssia or China? 
Or are they accepting military assistance 
from both, which wou ld mean that the wid e­ 
ly ad v ertised schism between Ru ssian Com­ 
mu nists and Chinese Commu nists was a hoax 
to fool the Western powers? 
One more possibility may be consid ered . 
The “Commu nists” in Laos may be local. 
They mav be eq u ally embarrassing to both 
Ru ssia and China, which cannot d isown them 
and cannot tak e responsibility for them either 
for fear of losing face if they fail. 


“ COMMUNISTS” are the enemy in Sou th­ 
east Asia. If the United States gets em­ 
broiled in a shooting war, the targets will 
be “Commu nists.” If that happens, the id ent­ 
ity of the “Commu nists” will be k nown. 
The United States mu st be prepared among 
other things for the possibility that one of 
these d ay s it might blu nd er into a choice 
between Commu nists; that it might become 
the ally of one sid e in an action to d estroy 
another sid e of the same hatefu l threat, in 
the same way it became the alley of 
d ictatorial Ru s.sia to d estroy d ictatorial 
Germany .

Commu nity . It has its interior problems. 
France itself is not of one mind abou t its 
ramrod presid ent's firm insistence on re­ 
storation of French “ grand eu r.” Presid ent 
d e Gau lle wants the benefits of economic 
cooperation — the Common Mark et — bu t 
he mistru sts ev ery thing that smack s of wa­ 
tering d own French sov ereignty . His brist­ 
ling cand or on this point startles Britain, 
which is sk ittish abu ot EEC for the same 
reason, and the United States, which cannot 
get u sed to the id ea that Eu ropeans are be­ 
ginning to feel their nationalist oats bu t 
W'hich also feels fierce prid e in its sov ereign­ 


ty 
De Gau lle’s d ream is of a strong Eu rope 
d oing bu siness on terms of its own choosing. 
It d oes not inclu d e any v isions of France in 
a su bord inate position. The political coopera­ 
tion that u ltimately is ex pected to grow ou t 


of economic cooperation wou ld not be at 
French political ex pense, in the De Gau lle 
concept. Neither wou ld it be at the ex pense 
of Britain, prov id ed the British finally agree 
to join EEC. The British feel the same way . 
The cu riou s thing abou t reaction to d e 
Gau lle’s cand or is that he is resented for 
say ing blu ntly what ev ery bod y else is think ­ 
ing. It has been his role in recent y ears to 
say what is on ev ery bod y else’s mind — and 
to say it in the way most lik ely to shock 
them. He has nev er tried to get in step 
with a generation of statesmen who believ e 
in bland ness, * 
He is criticized and reproached not be­ 
cau se what he say s is wrong bu t becau se

And then 
came a job as the Tex as AFL 
lobby ist in Au stin at $8,000 to $9 ,- 
000 a y ear. 
Holleman got that post in ’53. 
The Tex as AFL was look ing for 
a presentable, v olu ble, well-d ic- 
tioned chap who cou ld bu ttonhole 
the Lone Star law mak ers. They 
d ecid ed on Holleman. They hired 
him as ex ecu tiv e secretary .

“Gu ilt by association” has long 
been cond emned as u nfair. The 
fu nd amental principle written in­ 
to the law of the land is that 
a person, ev en if charged with a 
crime, shall be consid ered inno­ 
cent u ntil actu ally prov en gu ilty . 
Yet too often that some principle 
is d isregard ed by the tend ency 
of politicians to argu e cases in 
the press by inference or in­ 
nu end o. 
This writer called attention to 
this tend ency to reply on su s­ 
picion rather than ev id ence when 
the name of Harry Vau ghan was 
in the head lines d u ring the Tru ­ 
man ad ministration, becau se of 
his part in collecting contribu tions 
d u ring the 19 48 campaign and his 
acceptance later of the gift of 
a d eepfreeze from a friend , and 
also when Sherman Ad ams, per­ 
sonal assistant to Presid ent Ei­ 
senhower, was similarly criticized 
becau se he took some gifts and 
accepted fav ors from an old friend 
who was try ing to obtain gov ern­ 
mental benefits. 
Yet there has nev er been any 
ev id ence t ha t 
either 
Harry 
Vau ghan or Sherman Ad ams real­ 
ly v iolated any law. 
A d efense of both men was 
mad e in these d ispatches at the 
time. On the same basis the pu b­ 
lic tod ay may be ask ed to with­ 
hold ju d gment before it assu mes 
that the ad ministration itself is 
generally 
tainted 
with 
scand al 
ju st becau se some officials oc­ 
casionally ov erstep the bou nd s of 
good sense or ethics. 
The fact that a political party 
in the past u sed these tactics 
against the other party is no ju s­ 
tification for similar tactics now. 
There is the case, for instance, 
of Jerry R. Holleman, who has 
ju st resigned as assistant secre­ 
tary of labor. He has k nown Mr. 
Estes for 10 y ears, and they were 
close friend s, both attend ing the 
Chu rch of Chnst in Au stin, Tex ., 
where Mr. Holleman tau ght a 
Su nd ay school class. 
The latter was assistant d irec­ 
tor of the 196 0 national political 
campaign in his home state. Did 
he feel he k new Mr. Estes well 
enou gh to consid er that, by ac­ 
cepting a gift, he wou ld not be 
compromised ? 
There is only one k ind of opera­ 
tion in w’hich the Department of 
Labor cou ld play a part fav orable 
to the Tex as cotton man, and this 
has to d o wnth migratory labor. 
Rep. Jim Wright, D-Tex , in a 
pu blic statement say s Mr, Holle­ 
man took a position opposite to 


that of Mr. Estes on this q u estion. 
This writer d oesn’t k now Mr. 
Holleman bu t believ es he may 
be receiv ing a pu nishment that 
is not d eserv ed . He resigned , of 
cou rse, to av oid political embar­ 
rassment to the ad ministration, 
bu t if he really d id nothing wrong, 
then shou ld n’t the resignation hav e 
been d eclined ? Now will he carry 
a blemish the rest of his life? 
Mr. Holleman has been activ e 
in politics for a long time. He 
was presid ent of the Fed eration 
of Labor in Tex as. 
Unhappily , the way s of politics 
d ev elop cu stoms which are con­ 
d oned bu t which hav e their roots 
in a jau nd iced v iew of what is 
ethical or u nethical. Thu s, Mr. 
Holleman apparently saw nothing 
wrong in the su ggestion that Mr. 
Estes pay the ex pense of a d in­ 
ner that was giv en by Secretary 
of Labor Gold berg last Janu ary 
in Washington in honor of Vice 
Presid ent Ly nd on Johnson. 
Mr. Gold berg sensed the im­ 
propriety immed iately , howev er, 
and insisted on pay ing for the 
d inner 
himself. 
Mr. 
Holleman 
wou ld nev er hav e su ggested it if 
he had n’t been accu stomed to the 
way s of politics. 
Bu t, in the matter of gifts, 
w’here shall the l i ne be d rawn? 
Is it u nethical for any bod y con­ 
nected with ou r gov ernment or a 
member of his family to accept 
presents of v alu e from high of­ 
ficials 
of 
foreign 
gov ernment* 
which are anx iou s either to re­ 
ceiv e or to continu e to receiv e 
American millions ou t of the “for­ 
eign aid ” program? 
Does it mak e the giv ing of the 
gifts immu ne from criticism ju st 
becau se in some cases the ac­ 
ceptance is formally sanctioned ? 
What shall be said , moreov er, 
of some of the d onors w'ho finance 
the $100-a-plate political d inners 
to pay campaign d eficits? Many 
of those who bu y a lot of tick ets 
are engaged in bu siness transac­ 
tions with the gov ernment. As in­ 
d iv id u als, they pu t u p hu nd red s 
of thou sand s of d ollars a y ear to 
help one political party or the 
other. 
Persons d ose to the ad minis­ 
tration d o the soliciting of the 
money for the tick ets. Do the 
d onors bu y these tick ets wholly 
from an altru istic and philan­ 
thropic motiv e? 
Presid ent Kenned y has attend ed 
sev eral of these $100-a-plate d in­ 
ners in v ariou s parts of the cou n­ 
try , and so has former Presid ent 
Eisenhower. 
Congress is nev er v ery enthu si­ 
astic abou t inv estigating contacts 
between its own members and 
large organizations in bu siness or 
in labor which are v itally inter­ 
ested in legislation or. ev en more, 
in the d ecisions that come from 
the nu merou s ex ecu tiv e d epart­ 
ments and agencies of the gov ern­ 
ment. 
The fact remains that the basic 
cau se of improprieties, ind iscre­ 
tions and u nethical cond u ct in re­ 
lations between the gov ernment 
and its citizens can be traced to 
the low concept of political mor­ 
ality that has prev ailed for a long 
time in Amenca.

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Who Is A Communist Iii Laos? 


Sooner or later, for one reason or another, 
the identity of the Communists in Laos will 


be pinned down. 
There is no reason to doubt that the United 
States and the Soviet Union agree on the 
necessity for a cease-fire in Laos. Yet if 
their agreement, as voiced by Secretary of 
State Rusk and Soviet Ambassador Anatoly 
F. T. Dobrynin, is taken at face value, the 
next step is to determine who has the strong­ 
est motive for breaking up a cease-fire in 
Laos. 
Thiss step leads to still another step. Who 
has the strongest motive for fishing in the 
troubled waters of Southeast Asia’s turbulent 
nationalism? 
It is convenient to speak of the source of 
trouble wherever it occurs as Communists. 
It is convenient to disregard the unconcealed 
fact that Communist has ceased to be a 
collective term; that there are several kinds 
of Communists with no love lost between 
them. 


IN THE LONG VIEW all Communists are 
the same, whether they be Albanian, Chi­ 
nese, Cuban or Russian. But another way of 
taking the long view reveals that differing 
factions of Communists ultimately must fall 
out and try to destroy each other disagree­ 


ment being the foreseeable fate of all ex­ 
tremists. 
Are the Communists rn Laos Russian? 
Are they Chinese? 
Are they native dissidents accepting mili­ 
tary assistance from Russia or China? 
Or are they accepting military assistance 
from both, which would mean that the wide­ 
ly advertised schism between Russian Com­ 
munists and Chinese Communists was a hoax 
to fool the Western powers? 
One more possibility may be considered. 
The “ Communists” in Laos may be local. 
They may be equally embarrassing to both 
Russia and China, which cannot disown them 
and cannot take responsibility for them either 
for fear of losing face if they fail. 


“ COMMUNISTS" are the enemy in South­ 
east Asia. If the United States gets em­ 
broiled in a shooting war, the targets w'ill 
be “Communists.” If that happens, the ident­ 
ity of the “Communists” will be known. 
The United States must be prepared among 
other things for the possibility that one of 
these days it might blunder into a choice 
between Communists; that it might becrime 
the ally of one side in an action to destroy 
another side of the same hateful threat, in 
the same way it became the alley of 
dictatorial Rus.sia to destroy dictatorial 
Germany.

De Gaulle's Burden Of Candor 


Another Cabinet upheaval in France deep­ 
ens doubts that have been spreading about 
the prospects for the European Economic 
Community. It has its interior problems. 
France itself is not of one mind about its 
ramrod president's firm insistence on re­ 
storation of French “grandeur.” Presklent 
de Gaulle wants the benefits of economic 
cooperation — the Common Market — but 
he mistrusts everything that smacks of wa­ 
tering down French sovereignty. His brist­ 
ling candor on this point startles Britain, 
which is skittish abuot EEC for the same 
reason, and the United States, which cannot 
get used to the idea that Europeans are be­ 
ginning to feel their nationalist oats but 
which also feels fierce pride in its sovereign­ 
ty 
De Gaulle’s dream is of a strong Europe 
doing business on terms of its own choosing. 
It does not include any visions of France in 
a subordinate position. The political coopera­ 
tion that ultimately is expected to grow out 


of economic cooperation would not be at 
French political expense, in the De Gaulle 
concept. Neither would it be at the expense 
of Britain, provided the British finally agree 
to join EEC. The British feel the same way. 
The curious dung about reaction to de 
Gaulle’s candor is that he is resented for 
saying bluntly what everybody else is think­ 
ing. It has been his role in recent years to 
say what is on everybody else’s mind — and 
to say it in the way most likely to shock 
them. He has never tried to get in step 
with a generation of statesmen who believe 
in blandness. * 
He is criticized and reproached not be­ 
cause what he says is wrong but because 
what he says goes against die grain of bland­ 
ness that characterizes official statements— 
like the famous instance when Wi n s t o n 
Churchill startled all the bland talkers by 
declaring he had not become prime minister 
of Britain to liquidate the British Empire. 
Of course he hadn't, though to hear him say 
it was a shock.

Vaughan or Sherman Adams real­ 
ly violated any law. 
A defense of both men was 
made in these dispatches at the 
time. On the same basis the pub­ 
lic today may be asked to with­ 
hold judgment before it assumes 
that the administration itself is 
generally tainted with scandal 
just because some officials oc­ 
casionally overstep the bounds of 
good sense or ethics. 
The fact that a political party' 
in the past used these tactics 
against the other party is no jus­ 
tification for similar tactics now. 
There is the case, for instance, 
of Jerry R. Holleman, who has 
just resigned as assistant secre­ 
tary of labor. He has known Mr. 
Estes for IO years, and they were 
close friends, both attending the 
Church of Christ in Austin, Tex., 
where Mr. Holleman taught a 
Sunday school class. 
The latter was assistant direc­ 
tor of the 1960 national political 
campaign in his home state. Did 
he feel he knew Mr. Estes well 
enough to consider that, by ac­ 
cepting a gift, he would not be 
compromised? 
There is only one kind of opera­ 
tion in which the Department of 
Labor could play a part favorable 
to the Texas cotton man. and this 
has to do with migratory labor. 
Rep 
Jim Wright, D-Tex, in a 
public statement says Mr. Holle­ 
man took a position opposite to 


that of Mr. Estes on this question. 
This writer doesn’t know Mr. 
Ho'leman but believes he may 
be receiving a punishment that 
is not deserved. He resigned, of 
course, to avoid political embar­ 
rassment to the administration, 
but if he really did nothing wrong, 
then shouldn’t the resignation have 
been declined? Now will he carry 
a blemish the rest of his life? 
Mr. Holleman has been active 
in politics for a long time. He 
was president of the Federation 
of Labor in Texas. 
Unhappily, the ways of politics 
develop customs which are con­ 
doned but which have their roots 
in a jaundiced view of what is 
ethical or unethical. Thus, Mr 
Holleman apparently saw nothing 
wrong in the suggestion that Mr. 
Estes pay the expense of a din­ 
ner that was given by Secretary 
of Labor Goldberg last January 
in Washington in honor of Vice 
President Lyndon Johnson. 
Mr. Goldberg sensed the im­ 
propriety immediately, however, 
and insisted on paying for the 
dinner 
himself. 
Mr. 
Holleman 
would never have suggested it if 
he hadn’t been accustomed to the 
w'ays of politics. 
But, in the matter of gifts. 
where shall the l i n e be drawn? 
Is it unethical for anybody con­ 
nected with our government or a 
member of his family to accept 
presents of value from high of­ 
ficials 
of 
foreign 
governments 
which are anxious either to re­ 
ceive or to continue to receive 
American millions out of the “for­ 
eign aid” program? 
Does it make the giving of the 
gifts immune from criticism just 
because rn some cases the ac­ 
ceptance is formally sanctioned? 
What shall be said, moreover, 
of some of the donors who finance 
the $100-a-plate political dinners 
to pay campaign deficits? Many 
of those who buy a lot of tickets 
are engaged in business transac­ 
tions with the government. As in­ 
dividuals, they put up hundreds 
of thousands of dollars a year to 
help one political party or the 
other. 
Persons close to the adminis­ 
tration do the soliciting of the 
money for the tickets. Do the 
donors buy these tickets wholly 
from an altruistic and philan­ 
thropic motive? 
President Kennedy has attended 
several of these $io0-a-plate din­ 
ners in various parts of the coun­ 
try, and so has former President 
Eisenhower. 
Congress is never very enthusi­ 
astic about investigating contacts 
between its own members and 
large organizations in business or 
in labor which are vitally inter­ 
ested in legislation or, even more. 
in tile decisions that come from 
the numerous executive depart­ 
ments and agencies of the govern­ 
ment. 
The fad remains that the basic 
cause of improprieties, indiscre­ 
tions and unethical conduct in re­ 
lations between the government 
and its citizens can be traced to 
the low concept of political mor­ 
ality that has prevailed for a long 
time in Amen ca.

The broom and shovel are just 
as important as insecticides, the 
alert say s, and walls should be 
brushed down to remove g r ai n 
dust from beams or ledges, de­ 
stroy ing the sweepings. 
Face flies were active 
the 
last hot day s of April. They will 
be inactive on cool, cloudy day s. 
Best control for face flies on dairy 
cattle is two tenths — five tenths 
of DDVP sy rup bait, applied in 
toe forenoon on the stock’s fore­ 
head with a brash. 


Damage from toe alfalfa weevil 
will be at its peak just before 
the first cutting. Farmers in Co­ 
lumbiana and 11 other Eastern 
Ohio Counties may find alfalfa 
with toe leaves looking frosted 
and eaten with only the veins left. 
Flea beetles — spray or dust 
tomatoes in toe flat and before set­ 
ting out with DDT, Methoxj’diel- 
drin, Thiodan or Sevin. 
Sweet com —■ Glean beetles 
cany Stewart’s disease.

Field com — a cool spell after 
toe com pikes through will slow 
growth and allow flea beetles to 
cause injury .

Field com 
quickly grows out from moderate 
injury in warm weather. 
In late May , tent caterpillars 
will leave their tents and crawl 
up toe sides of homes and shade 


trees looking for a place to spin

At this stage they are hard to 
kill. Now is the time to look for 
tents on or near one’s property . 
Wait until evening, when all cater­ 
pillars are in the tent, and spray 
with Lindane, Malathion, Chlor- 
dane, DDT or other residual in­ 
secticide. 
Oy ster shell scale may injure 
y oung maple and purple lilac. The 
crawlers hatch late in May . Spray 
thoroughly about J une 1 with Ma- 
latoion. 
Clover mites have started their 
annual invasion of Ohio homes, 
but they are harmless. They will 
not bite people or pets or chew 
furniture or rags, say s Dr. R. P.

Forms Due 


Mrs. Phyllis Mackall, George­ 
town postmaster, announced that 
distribution of the 1962 livestock 
survey cards by rural carriers 
will begin about Friday. 


The cards will be placed in the 
mailboxes of a sample of farmers 
served by the Georgetown Post 
Office. 


Two s u r v e y s are conducted 
state-wide each year, one in May 
and the other in November, under 
a co operative agreement of the 
Post Office and the Agriculture 
Departments. 


The June survey serves as the 
basis for estimating the number 
of livestock on farms, livestock 
production, the size of this year’s 
pig, calf and lamb crops, the num­ 
ber of chickens raised and the 
number of milk cows on farms.

Check Of Ballot Rolls 
By Labor Group 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)-A re­ 
port issued by the Ohio AFL-CIO 
says a minimum of $280 million 
a year is needed to restore Ohio’s 
unemployment compensation fund 
to solvency. 
The union, through the report 
issued Wednesday, called for an 
increase 
in 
compensation 
pay­ 
ments. It says an unemployed 
worker receives less aid today in 
relation to total wages than he did 
23 years ago when the law went 
into effect. 
The report recom­ 
mends that the weekly minimum 
payment be increased to equal 
two-thirds of the average weekly 
wage of the workers. 
It recommended that the pre­ 
sent 26-week payment period be 
extended permanently to 39 weeks 
and that contribution rates should 
be paid on total wages instead of 
the present $3,000 wage base. 
The labor report also opposes 
proposals that vacation pay and 
pension payments be deducted

Laos as indefensible. 


For a year the United States 
has been trying to settle for a 
neutral coalition government in 
Laos.

With two-thirds of the coun­ 
try overrun by pro-Communist 
forces, any such coalition will be 
heavily weighted in favor of the

“How did we get into such a 
mess? What are we doing in 
Southeast 
Asia 
anyway? 
And 
what can we salvage now?” 
These are the questions the 
average American may ask, and 
cannot answer, although he is one 
of the most literate citizens in 
the world. 
The average citizen of the three 
countries most directly affected— 
!,aos. South Viet Nam and Thai­ 


land—lacks the foggiest idea of 
what’s going on. 
Laos, 
the 
most primitive of 
these three countries, has prac­ 
tically no telephones, hardly any 
roads The people, except for a 
few hardy mountain tribesmen, 
are gentle, fun-loving and easy­ 
going. 
Tho last thing they want to do 
is fight. That is why they break 
and run when better disciplined 
pro-Communist guerrillas launch 
the smallest of offensives. 
The people of South Viet Nam 
are as fun-loving and easygoing 
as their neighbors. They take, 
their three-hour siestas, too, war, 
or no war. 
They live in the 
tropics, so they have to. 
American military advisers say 
the Viet Namese. who knew no 
English and 
hadn’t handled 
a 
modem military weapon until a 
few years ago, are handling both: 
with commendable ability today.! 
The United States got into the 
tangle in Southeast Asia the way 
it 
got 
into 
many 
East-West 
tangles. 
Communusm is always probing 
for weak spots. Southeast Asia 
w’as a weak 
spot. 
The West, lacking the relatively 
single-minded direction and con­ 
trol that Communist powers exer­ 
cise. found itself on the defensive. 
It reacted as it has in the past, 
late. 
The United States faces stag­ 
gering physical problems, such 
as the terrain and lack of com­ 
munications.

ANSWER: Some people say this valley is the greatest wonder 
on the earth’s surface. It lies in southern Alaska, as shown on 
our map and is the result of the explosion of the volcano Mt. 
Katmai in June. 1912. Entering from between two volcanic 
mountains, one looks down the flat floor of a wide, broad val­ 
ley winch is covered with thousands of waving plumes of steam. 
We are used to thinking of the »arth s surface as cold and 
solid—and this sight gives us an overwhelming shock, foi it 
makes us realize how close we are to the boiling ro< k and his­ 
sing steam which chum around inside our planet This valley 
is often compared to Yellowstone Park, where there are about 
4000 hot springs and a hundred geysers, some shooting steam 
up to 300 feet. Geysers occur when the underground is not so 
very’ hot, so that when water seeps rn. it takes Mime time to 
boil and shoot up steam, which is why geysers suddenly erupt. 
But in the Valley of Ten Thousand Smokes, the ground under­ 
neath is so hot that seeping water is always boiling and jets of 
steam are continually escaping through cracks and holes, some 
plumes rising up to 5000 feet
